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MINISTERIAL  COMMITMENTS 

Praise  the  Lord,  more  ministers  met  their  minimums  last  year  for  Superannuation  than  ever 
before.  More  ministers  are  paying  their  "full"  tithe  into  the  Conference  than  ever  before.  I 
praise  the  Lord  for  faithfulness.  I  did  have  to  send  out  32  letters  last  week  for  those  who  did  not 
tithe  for  the  last  3  months.  Most  have  already  furnished  explanations  and  have  or  are  catching 
up.  This  is  much  better  than  last  year.  God  is  at  work!  I  really  believe  in  my  heart  that  if  every 
minister  would  pay  a  "full"  tithe,  the  tithe  our  funds  would  go  up  50%.  God  help  us  all!  This  is 
a  year  of  miracles. 

Cut  Backs 

There  are  no  church  cut  backs  scheduled  this  year  in  conference  allocations.  Presently  the 
General  Tithe  is  10%.  The  conference  allocation  is  at  4%.  We  have  a  year  of  catch  up  this  year. 
General  Conference  and  Quadrennial  Conference  (next  year)  will  determine  future  cut  backs. 

I  am  committed  to  move  the  Conference  to  a  Biblical  tithe  from  the  churches.  In  order  to  do  so, 
we  must  have  an  increase  in  faithfulness.  Churches  that  are  not  tithing  should  begin  to  do  so.  (I 
really  believe  this  will  bring  an  added  blessing  from  God).  Churches  that  are  tithing  but  not 
sending  the  full  14%  (General  Tithe  -  10  plus  Conference  -  4)  are  encouraged  to  take  a  step  in 
this  direction.  By  being  faithful  we  can  continue  to  move  ahead  and  not  hinder  any  of  our 
programs.
